The main part I 
take exception to is the contention that United States Clear Channel stations are unable, at 
present, to claim their clear-channel designation owing to their low power of a mere 50kw as 
sompared to the stations in other parts of the world with higher power. The exemphof si 
650 vs. the 648 superpowers was poor as checking the 1980 WRTH, one finds the stations on 
648 to either serve an international audience (BBC-WS, USSR w/1000kw is foreign service) or 
has an extensive area to cover, greater than the U.5.A., as with Chirea on 648 w/loOkw. The 
Saudi Arabian w/MOCkw doesn't state its sudience (domestic or foreign). And this is the 
key: the intended audience. Stations, on MW, in the U.S.A. are intended for domestic re- 
ception; they aren't: an international service. is for low power, that's a joke. On one 
end we have HCJB on 26020 kis with 100 watts being received in the States and on the other 
end is CBXQ on 540 kHs, relaying CBU, with a mighty 40 watte, audible in California, The 
Sokw limit would do nicely if every other station, 1: © arms race, didn't feel they need.
